But the support that 
counts at this juncture of the proceed¬ 
ings is the vote, and it is urged that all 
who may have votes go to the poll. It is 
repeated that voting day is .Thursday, 
December 8th.

To make 
the humiliation of man complete, the 
scientist says he is but a poor imita¬ 
tor at that, and the invention of in¬ 
sects and animals are always more 
but the balsam has little value and is 
tail than those of man. Even the 
camouflage of the war is as old as the 
hills among the lower animals, he 
says, and the grasshopper has used a 
Urpedo tube from time immemorial 
to plant its egg low in the ground.

In the attainment of solid, well- 
founded success there has been found 
a substitute for honest labor with the 
bands or mind.

STOP FOR THE TRAIN 

Justice Holmes of th< United States 
Supreme Court, referring to a man’s 
suit for redress because his automo¬ 
bile was demolished by a train, said: 
"When a man goes .upon a railroad 
track, he knows he goes to a place 
where he knows he will be killed if a 
train comes upon him before he is 
clear of the track. He knows he must 
stop for the train, not the train for 
him. In such drcumstancas, it seems 
to us that if a driver cannot be sure 
otherwise whether a train .is danger¬ 
ously near he must stop and get out 
of his vehicle, although obviously he 
will not often be required to do more 
than stop and look. It seems to us 
that if he relies upon not hearing the 
train or any signal ami takes no fur¬ 
ther precautions, he does so at his 
own risk.”

CHRISTMAS TREES 

There is no real reason why every 
family should not have a Christmas 
tree. Last year in North America six 
million trees were used or about one 
tree to ten people. The question aris¬ 
es—where do our Christmas trees 
come from? How long does it take 
them to grow ? Are we devastating 
our forests by brightening up the 
homes and making millions of young¬ 
sters happy at Christmas time ? Such 
eminent authorities as Dr. C.D. Howe, 
Dean of Faculty of Forestry, Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto, and others say “No.’’ 
Dean Howe says “an area Of 20,000 
acres—just thirty square miles—if 
set aside and managed for Christmas 
tree production, would supply the 
demand for each year for all time.” 
Theaverage size of trees sold in New 
York last year was six feet. From 
Frank Newman, Forester in charge of 
Nursery Station at St. Williams we 
learn that Christmas t rees (.white 
spruce) of this size can be grown in¬ 
side of ten years. We find further ac¬ 
cording to Frank Sharpe. Ontario 
Forestry Branch, and Mr. Kishbaugh 
of the Abitibi Power and Paper Com¬ 
pany, that spruce of average Christ¬ 
mas tree size in the forest are about 
fifteen years old, or twenty years for 
trees of eight to ten feet in height. 

From this it would appear that the 
Christmas tree industry is not going 
to impoverish the country, but is a le¬ 
gitimate trade. However, in tak ing 
out Christmas trees certairTTiTIrs of 
conduct should be observed. For ex¬ 
ample to cut the top off a perfectly 
good trees and leave the body to rot 
in the bush is a criminal waste and 
unworthy of a self respecting citizen. 
But to go into the bush and make a 
selection cutting where the trees are 
too dense will do no harm. Further, 
by using balsam or cedar as Christ¬ 
mas trees you would be utilizing the 
‘‘wood trees” which have little or no 
value for other purposes. True, the 
cedar might grow into a fence post 
yut the balsam has little value and is 
such a prolific reproducer that ones 
taken would soon be replaced. Tt has 
come to our attention that vandalism 
in taking Christmas trees from other 
people’s property,—even to poaching 
on private plantations—is nrevalent. 
This is a question of public morals 
which should not be tolerated bv any 
community. A little thought and care 
in the selection of Christmas trees 
will offset any possible harm, and 
mav Introduce much happiness at the 
Yuletide gatherings. 

TO FORM NEW PROVINCE 

At a public meeting at Peace River, 
a resolution was passed proposing se¬ 
cession of the Peace River country 
from and formation of a lew province 
embracing the northern portion of 
British Columbia to the Pacific. The 
new province as proposed would be 1 
larger than either British Columbia or 1 
Alberta. It would include all of the 
Peace River drainage basin in Alber¬ 
ta in addition to the lesser Slave ' 
Lake region . In British Columbia it 
would include the city of Prince Rup- j 
ert and all of that province north of 1 
the 54th parallel.

BIG HAIL LOSS 

Heavy losses to crops by hid last 
season sent hail rates skyward and 
the outlook for -the Alberta Hail In¬ 
surance board is somewhat gloomy in 
consequence, Albert H. Tovell of Cal-| 
gary, secretary, told delegates atj 
the annual convention of the Alberta 
Association of Municipal Districts 
held in Edmonton last week. Mr. 
Tovell said the board were “disappoint 
ed but not discouraged." The state¬ 
ments of the secretary provoked con¬ 
siderable discussion, also two resolu¬ 
tions introduced to. the convention, 
one of which ijemanded that the hail 
board pay claims Immediately for los¬ 
ses sustained after the grain was in 
the shot blade, the other calling upon 
the mufyqipal districts to collect the 
hall taxes without the customary one 
to two percent, commission, and thus 
reduce the present high rate. The 
first resolution was approved unani¬ 
mously and the second was killed with 
equal unanimity. Mr. Tovell was 
quite frank in his statements, and 
said that the board was much disap¬ 
pointed at the results, due to heavy 
losses. It had been compelled to set a 
very high rate, and also to draw upon 
its reserves. For these reasons, and 
also because the board had adhered,to 
its original policy of not making im¬ 
mediate adjustment and settlement 
for hail damage to the shot blade. Mr. 

| Tovell expressed his opinion that the 
present board might be turned out of 
office in March next. “But don’t get 
the idea that there is any feeling that 
we should apply to the minister to dis 
organize the hail district, and to re¬ 
peal the legislation,” warned Mr. Tov¬ 
ell, “for I don’t think for one moment 
that that is how the members feel 
about it. We are disappointed, but 
we are not discouraged, that is all.” 


GROFF WILL LEAD PARTY 

According to telegraph advice from 
Montreal recently, the sailing date of 
the S.S. Lapland, carrying the Cana¬ 
dian National Railways farmers’ mar¬ 
keting tour of Great Britain and Den¬ 
mark, has been changed, and the 
steamer will leaveHalifax January 8 
instead of January 9. A great many 
farmers of Western Canada have al¬ 
ready made arrangements to take the 
trip, which will occupy a month and 
will be personally directed by Colin 
Groff. According to a cablegram re¬ 
cently received by Dr. W. J. Black, di¬ 
rector of agriculture for the Canadian 
National Railways, with whom the 
tour originated, the Empire Market¬ 
ing Board will give a special recep¬ 
tion and dinner to the farmers when 
they are in London,^ad many other 
functions have been planed for them. 
They will Spend several days in Lon¬ 
don before doing Denmark thorough¬ 
ly and will afterwards see CambiydRe 
and other papts^of England and will 
spend a busy week in Scotland.

GARNET WHEAT FOR SEED 


By keeping control of the seed sup¬ 
ply of the now famous Garnet wheat, 
the Experimental Farms did a valu¬ 
able seivice for Canadian wheat grow 
ers. It was not until the spring of 
last year that the seed was distribu¬ 
ted to farmers, and they received al¬ 
together about 14,009 bushels. The 
seed for the most part carefully sown 
on 12,000 acres, about one-half being 
sown at the rate of 1 bushel per acre 
and the other half at 114 bushels. 
From that crop of 1926, Garnet wheat 
has been introduced and grown this 
year on a great many western farms 
and from now on practically all the 
farmers who wish to grow it will be 
able to obtain at least a smaM amount 
of the seed. The value of Garnet 
wheat has perhaps been over estimat¬ 
ed by more oj- less extravagant jour¬ 
nalists from time to time. It, how¬ 
ever, without doubt a most valuable 
addition to the many excellent varie¬ 
ties of bread-making grain grown in 
this country. The complete facts 
about this wheat now appear in bul¬ 
letin form, prepared by Mr. L. H. 
Newman, Dominion Cerealist, and 
one of his assistants, Mr. A. G. O. 
Whiteside. The bulletin, which may 
he obtained from the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture at Ottawa, describes the wheat, 
gives its history, its performance in 
the field, in the mill and in the bak¬ 
ery, anil in addition contains a map 
of a portion of the three prairie prov¬ 
inces showing the location of town¬ 
ships within which Garnet wheat was 
grown in the field last year.

Serious Warning Given Pool Farmers I 
by Chief Grain Inspector. Wheat 
Districts Wearing Out 

Bad tidings were coveyed to the 
delegates at the Alberta Wheat Pool 
convention Thursday, when Chief In¬ 
spector J. D. Fraser of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, Winnipeg, told 
the gatherinA that the quality of 
Canada’s wheat export had dropped 
considerably in the last 15 years. , 

“With so many grades developed, ’ 
Mr. Fraser stated in answer to a 
question from one of the delegates, 
“certain sections of the west are show 
ing definite signs of wearing out.” 

The question, fired at the chief in¬ 
spector at the conclusion of his ad¬ 
dress on “Some Aspects of Gram 
Grading,’’ was as to whether there 
had been tightening up of grades. Mr. 
Fraser Was definite in his reply that 
in grades one, two arid three, the 
quality of wheat delivered was not 
nearly so good as it was in 1913. The, 
different kinds of wheat were becom¬ 
ing polluted he declared. 

Scores of other questions were ram 
ed upon the speaker, ajid in reply to 
one of these he stated that grain in¬ 
spectors have instructions to give the 
farmer the benefit of any doubt that 
mav arise in grading samples. He 
advised the delegates to send their 
wheat in for inspection securely pack- 
ed in cannisters. Not so much atten¬ 
tion, he said was paid to samples in 
envelopes. A guaranteed grade could 
be obtained by following this advice 
and by enclosing a dollar bill to cover 
the cost. 

Referring to tough wheat, Mr. 
Fraser said that a limit of 14.4 mois¬ 
ture content had been set by Dr. 
Blanchard, Dominion chemist. There 
was danger when the moisture ran 
above this mark. Asked if he would 
advise threshing of wheat at this 
stage, the inspector said, that if there 
were adequate facilities for immed¬ 
iate drying, threshing could be under¬ 
taken in safety; otherwise it would be 
better to let the grain stand in stooks 
- until the spring. 

The delegates were not disposed to 
take all Mr. Fraser told them without 
reply and many complaints were fired 
at him to the effect that inspectors 
were apt to forget the farmers’ side 
of the question and that carelessness 
in grading had been experienced. De¬ 
spite Mr. Frasers’ contention in the 
argument that followed, a delegate de 
dared the complaints were amply jus¬ 
tified by the fact that a number, of 
pool cars had been raised in grade 
following a protest at pool head¬ 
quarters. 

Mr. (Fraser came back with the re¬ 
ply thht grading was in any event a 
matter 1 <ff opinion and that no two 
cars of grain graded up exactly alike. 
Asked how grading of outturns from 
terminal elevators to the ships was 
accomplished, the inspector said mem 
were posted at the spouts and took 
out samples from time to time. Out 
turns from private terminals he said 
were not allowed to be lower than 
those from public terminals. 

W. A. Macleod, director of publicity 
for the Pool’s Central Selling Agency 
at ‘Winnipeg gave a brief address on 
the flour making qualities of wheat 
illustrated with samples of bread, 
made from various types of wheat. 

GROWTH IN ELEVATORS 

The Financial Post, fri referring to 
the development in the grain trade 
say that the grain trade of Canada is 
demonstrating its faith in the future 
of Canadian wheat by investing be¬ 
tween $10,0.00,000 and $15,000,000 in 
new elevators during 1927 and 1928. 
At least 600 country elevators are 
being built on the prairies at an aver¬ 
age cost of between $10,000 and 
$12,000. Probably as much money 
additionally will be spent on new ter¬ 
minal storage elevators. The wheat 
pool is spending some of the money, 
but the bulk of it is being put up by 
private interests. Apart from indi¬ 
cating that the private grain inter- 
. ests of Canada do not fear extinction 
from wheat pool activities, the invest¬ 
ment indicates the faith of the men 
immediately in the business in the fu¬ 
ture of wheat growing in Canada. 
The growth in Western Canada’s 
wheat growing is not readily appar¬ 
ent when figures of production from 
year to year are compared. This is 
because the yields per acre vary wide¬ 
ly under different growing conditions. 
But a comparison of our wheat posi¬ 
tion today with our status in wheat 
27 years ago gives some indication of 
the posibilities for expansion in pro¬ 
duction in the future. In 1900, there 
were 500 country grain elevators in 
Western Canada. To-day there are 
4,500 and there will be over 5,000 by 
the end of next year. Canada had 2,- 
000,000 acres under cultivation in 
1900. This year there were 22,500,- 
000 acres sown to wheat. The wheat 
crop was 40,000,000 bushels. This 
years crop is 425,000,000 bushels. The 
, saturation point in production is yet 
afar off. There are 170,000,000 acres 
of good arable land in the three prai¬ 
rie provinces and of this, 40,000,000 
acres has been sown to Wheat and oth 
er field crops. A production of two 
billion bushels of wheat in one partic¬ 
ularly good year is a possibility in 
Western Canada although not a prob¬ 
ability in the life of any adult now 
living. But who will deny that the 
next generation will not be shipping a 
billion bushels of wheat a year? The 
grain trade knows what it is doing 
when it invests money in more grain¬ 
marketing machinery. 

OLD TIMER DIES 

R. L. Saunders, for the past 25 
years a prominent citizen of Okotoks, 
passed away at his home at Okotoks, 
at the age of 87 years. The funeral 
services were held at the United 
Church last week, with Rev. Mr. Kidd 
officiating. The late Mr. Saunders was 
born in Prince Edward county, near 
Picton, Ontario, on August 13, 1841. 
He came west to Carman, Man., in 
1889, and he took up residence in 
Okotoks 26 years ago. He leaves to 
mourn his loss, eight'children, as fol¬ 
lows: John L. Saunders, Kathryn, Al¬ 
ta.; C. O. Saunders, Calgary; R. R. 
Saunders, Arrowwood; Mrs. E. W. 
Dawson, Oktoks; Mrs. C. W. McBride, 
Sedgewick, Alta.; and Miss Myrtle 
Saunders, Okotoks.

United States farmers receive about 
15 cents a bushel less fbr their wheat 
than Canadian farmers, because of 
higher railway rates, according to 
Senator Brookhurst of Iowa, speaking 
at Washington. 

A shipment of 500 silver foxes, val¬ 
ued at $250,000 from the Island is go¬ 
ing forward to the European markets 
from Charlottetown, P.E.I. This is 
the largest consignment ever to leave 
the Island. 

The progress Saskatchewan is mak¬ 
ing in the sheep breeding industry 
was well illustrated at the recent 
sheep and swine show at Regina, ex¬ 
hibits being considered the best in his¬ 
tory and pudging extremely difficult. 

The financial statement of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool, presented at the 
morning session session of the fifth 
annual meeting, howed that the cost 
of operation last year had been nine- 
twentieths of a cent a bushels and 
that of the central agency one-fifth of 
a cent a bushel. 

One of the largest deals in the his¬ 
tory of Alberta ranch property—in- 
| volving more than $750,000—was put 
through Calgary when; the George 
Lane Co. sanctioned thq sale of the 
Bar U and Willow Creek ranches to¬ 
gether with all live stock and equip¬ 
ment to the P. Burns Co. 

The Liard River district in the ex¬ 
treme north of British Columbia can 
produce excellent crops of grain and 
vegetables, it is stated by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, following experi¬ 
ments carried out in conjunction with 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
Specimens T)f grain have been receiv¬ 
ed at Victoria, B.C. 

An outstanding wheat yield of 42 1 
bushels for 6,000 acres is reported by j 
the Crowfoot Farming Co., Ltd., the! 
Western Stock Ranches, Ltd., and the 
Bassano Farming Co., Ltd., with 
which companies C. W. Peterson of 
Calgary is connected. Practically all 
the wheat was grown on summerfal- 
low land and graded number 1 anil 2 
northern. 

Elaborate additions to the green¬ 
houses of the Terrill Floral Co. at 
Lethbridge during the past summer 
have made this plant the second larg¬ 
est greenhouse industry west of On¬ 
tario, representing an investment of j 
$150,000. The company is creating 
an industry to stretch through a chain 
of floral stores across the prairies to 
Winnipeg. 

Formation of the province-wide 
“Alberta Public Health Officials’ As¬ 
sociation” representative of the medi¬ 
cal health officers and similar officials 
of all Alberta communities was car¬ 
ried out at a meeting in Edmonton 
last Monday. The following ^officers 
were elected: Honorary President, 
Dr. M. R. Bow, deputy minister of 
health; President, Dr. T. H. Whitelaw 
Edmonton; first vice-president Dr. 
Duncan Gow, Calgary; second vice- 
president, Mr. Vallance, sanitary in¬ 
spector, Lethbridge; secretary-treas¬ 
urer, Dr. Jenkins, medical inspector 
of health for Alberta. 

The Alberta crirp movement is the 
greatest factor’in Vancouver's pros¬ 
perity so far as foreign trade is con-1 
cemed,’’ stated A. M. Dollar of Van- J 
couver, President of the Canadian | 
Chamber of Commerce, who has visit¬ 
ed Calgary and Edmonton during the 
past week. “Between October 1 anil 
the end of January next, it looks to 
me as if Vancouver will move between 
eleven and twelve million bushel$ of 
wheat, practically all of which will be 
from Alberta,” added Mr. Dollar. The 
grain movement, he stated, was pro¬ 
ceeding smoothly, with plenty of ships 
available at Vancouver, and little dif¬ 
ficulty is anticipated in handling ship¬ 
ments for some time yet.

In the 
past year the Pool shipped grain di¬ 
rect to 24 countries through 60 ports, 
exporting 107,802,000 bushels through 
Eastern Canada, and 16,333,308 bush¬ 
els through western ports, the total 
amount exported amounting to 124,- 
125,308 bushels. The net proceeds 
from the sales totalled $232,930,969.65

TRELLE IS OAT KING 


Alberta Wheat King, Won 
Place for Wheat and Cham¬ 
pionship for Oats at Chicago 


Kdson Smith, Corvallis, Montana, 
won the wheat growing championship 
of North America at the Internation¬ 
al Livestock Exposition, Chicago, on 
Monday and thus by his victory the 
United States wrested the wheat 
growing crown from Canada. The 
Montana farmer’s exhibit was of the 
hard red winter wheat, while the Al¬ 
berta exhibit entered by Herman 
Trelle of Wembley, was -of the hard 
red spring variety. The Alberta ex¬ 
hibit weighed more per bushel meas¬ 
ure and for a time it looked as Trelle 
waa in for another sweepstake but in 
the final analysis, he was religated to 
second place, l^ast year Trelle won 
both wheat and oats sweepstakes for 
the first time in history. This yejy 
he was adjudged winner in the Spring 
wheat contest. Samuel Larcombe of 
Birtle, Man., was third. He is a for¬ 
mer sweepstake champion, too. 

The first day of active judging at 
the International Livestock Exposi¬ 
tion brought Canada one setback, but 
many victories. The loss was the 
wheat sweepstakes. Herman Trelle, 
of Wembley, Alta., who won it last 
year, failed to win again, though- he 
had -taken the hard red spring class. 
C. Kdson Smith of Corvallis, Montana 
had won the hard red winter, and the 
two samples were pitted together to 
see which of the exhibitors would be 
King of Wheat for the coming year. 
Judges found a lack of uniformity in 
Trelle’s sample, they claimed, and 
gave the great honor to the Montana 
entry. Trelle was given the reserve 
grand championship. His sample 
weighed 66.2 a bushel, just one pound 
more than the winner, but the judges 
decided against it. -

FIRE AT ROYALITE WELL 

For the third time in a few weeks 
a disastrous fire broke out among the 
oil wells in Turner Valley on Friday 
afternoon, when Royalite No. 8 went 
up in flames. Immediately on the 
flames shooting up into the derrick 
the alarm was sounded and the bri¬ 
gade from the Royalite plant was 
rushed to the scene. 

The file was described as the most 
spectacular seen in the valley • for 
years, and' when the fighters arrived, 
the blaze had obtained a hold on the 
mass of timbers. A stern fight was 
waged, however, and several times 
during the afternoon it looked as if 
the flames would be quelled. On each 
occasion, however, the licking flames, 
fanned by a strong breeze, again 
broke out, and the blaze was only ov¬ 
ercome 'when the derrick remains 
were pulled over in the interest of 
safety. Although several narrow es¬ 
capes were reported from the field, 
nobody was injured, and the efforts of 
the Royalite brigade to minimize the 
damage to the boiler house were suc¬ 
cessful. Although the cause of the 
outbreak is not definitely known, the 
fire originated in the engine house, 
and operators in the field consider it 
probable that an over-heated stove 
was the cause. Fortunately, the tools 
were clear of the hole at the time of 
the outbreak, and have been secured.
